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HYPNOTISM : AND 
SHELL SHOCK. 
70: 


SOME REMARKABLE CURES, 


~ In the ‘psychology. sub-section 
at the recent meeting of the Brit. 
ish Association Dr. W. Brown 
gava an address on hypnotism 
and mental analysis as applied ‘to 
soldiers suffering from shell shock, 
gun shock, and other maladies. 
In 1916, he said, he was 
appointed heurdlogist to one of 
the armies in France, being the 
first person. to be in charge of & 
nerve hospital in the field. While 
there he became more-and more 
convinced of the great value 
and importance of bypnotism 
im nerve cases. Many of the 
men had been hypnotized by sheer 
explosion, and he found that on 
sending them to sleep the sugges- 
tions given while they were in 
that! state were effective. All 
the patients suffered from logs of 
memory, 50 or 60 per cent being 


severe cases. He used hypnotism 
to clear up their memorieg, and 
{then went on to add suggestions. . 

One of the most common 
symptoms, he continued, was loss 
af voice. He had 121 cases in 16 
months, and in every instance he 
found that by hypnotizing the 
patient and suggesting that he 
lived his experience over again, 
but. without saying anything 
about his voice, the man recover- 
ed his speech. He had tried five 
cases which came to hospital 
in a single evening, and in 
each case directly he put 
his kand on the patient's |; 
forehead the voice came back. 
Some times the malady disappear- 
ed not br suggestion but by 
unlockingthe bottled-up emotions. 
A man who had become deaf and 
dumb in- Gallipoli and suffered 
from extreme loss.of memory was 
unable to remember anything that 
had happened in his life, and for 
atime the treatment applied to 
him appeared to be inadequate, 
but after he had rolled out of bed 
he found he could both speak 
and hear. In another case an 
educated mechanic who had bezn 
blown up by a bomb found ‘on 
.tecovering consciousness that 
everything was twisted round, 
many things being atright: angles 
as. he.saw them. Thi-, it was 


learned, was a recurrence of 
childhood experiences, aid he 
put the man through them again 
with the result that he became 
clear, and was able to be dis- 
charged. 

A curicus case was that of a 
-gunnertormerts 

who suffered froin a tremor in the 
right hand. which had been going 
on for two years accompanied 
by lossof memory. The man was 
hypnotized, and the suggestion 
was made to him that he 
shoyld live over again 
experiences at Ypres. 

e woké up he saw., 

his hand was steady, a 
exclainied, “I am cured.” On’the 
following day he shaved himself]: 
with an ordinary razor for the 
first time since his, accident, 
Hypnotism, Dr. Brown said, was 
a simple way of carrying outa 
mental analysis, You got a man 
to talk about himself and his 
dreams with vivid emotion, and 
he then obtained relief. 
Melodramatic methods were not 
necessary.- As far as possible it 
was sleep that was wanted. There 
must be mental analysis in every 
case, and a medical man must 
always b2 on guard against re- 
peatedly hypnotizing the same 
person, because this would have 
a prejudical effect.

THE OPIUM QUESTION. . 


——_4¢—— 


No less than five of the speakers at Thursday's Budget meeting 
__of the Legislative Council referred to the decreased revenue that 
the Colony is now receiving and will receive from: the operation of 
the Opium Monopoly. and it is just, as well that the public should 
know exactly what is happening and what is foreshadowed in 
connection with this most important source of revenue, Nota few 
peopte, incinding ourselves have often thoughtthat-itisananomel 
that, whilst Great Britain and many other foreign. Powers are 
preaching anti-opium measures for China, this Colony should 
be deriving so much of its revenue trom the importation, preparation 
and sale of the drug. Of course, the present is an infinitely better 
_© policy than allowing it to come in absolutely unrestricted, open to 
~all the abuses of private handling for profit: In the words of the 
Hon. Colonial Secretary, it is quite proper and in accordance with 
the Government's policy that there: should be a reduction, and a 
very easy way of doing that, apart from total abolition, is tc so 
raise the price of the drug as to make it beyond the reach of the 
majority of Chinese: . 

We do not propose to deal with the questions asked relating to 
the mere local machinery of handling. whether it is worked 
economically or not, for that is quite extraneous to the principle 
governing the trade. Seeing that .the expected shrinkage 
reaches wo less 2 figure than $1,500,000, both Mr. Lau 
Chu-pak’ and Mr. EV.D, Parr were justified in 
asking the questions they did and in enquiring whether the 
smuggling of opium did not in some way -affect the Government 

- gale, My. Parr even went so far as to assert that there was far 
more itlegal trade being done than ever before, and Mr. R.G.Shewan 
probably spoke the truth when he said that he was convineed there 

“were some rich capitalists behind the whole business, One’ can 
hardly wonder at it, forthe Government has forced the price toa 
height out of all proportion to the cost, and the smuggling of opium 
thereby becomes perhaps the most lucrative business in the world. 
We believe that smugglers could afford to lose ten packages and 
then make a handsome profit out of one solitary package got 
through. .We share Mr. Shewan's opinion that ‘there. are probably 
some prominent Chinese in the Colony who.could_ be of. very 
vaulable assistance to the Government in'this smuggling question, 
if they so. wished. But practically all of.the discussion went wide 
of the mark, except the speech of His Excellency. the Governor, 
which went down to the principle of the traffic, and it is from that 
aspect that the thing has to be approached. ‘ 

Jt is not the least use saying in one breath that the smoking of 
opium is a curse, a deadly sin, and an, unwholesome vice, and the 
very next moment to traffic one’s-self in the drug for the purpose 
of controlling it. Ifit is bad,then let us have nothing to do with it. 
Let the poppy grown in Benares and Benzal—land controlled 
by the British—produce opium only for the use of the medical 
world, and ‘let all nations say that the préparation of opium 
for smoking shall ‘not go on within theirs borders. The 
establishment cf the League of Nations, will, as His 
‘Excellency pointed out on Thursday, coincide with a determined 

, effort to suppress the opium trade and one may then look for con- 
certed and consistent action being teken. In China itself, there is 
much more poppy being grown and there is a revival of smoking in 
the provinces. The British and American Governments have pro- 
tested to China about it and bonfires have been made at Shanghai 
and Peking with many dollars worth of opium. -Butthere is a very 
strong feeling in some quarters that these bonfires were lighted’ 
simply toimpress the foreigner and todistract attention from the’ 
yeal extent of tha revival.. On that we are not in a position to pass 
judgment, bat wedo know that ifitis decreed by the League of 
Nations that to trafic in opium will be against its laws then and 
only then will one see a real effort made to suppress it. China would

NEW GODOWNS. 
102 . 
- WHARF COMPANY'S 
ENTERPRISE. 


The ever-growing importance 
of Hongkong as a shipbuilding 
centre was emphasised a couple 
of weeks ago at-the launching of 
the War Trooper and we now 
have an equal ¥ potent instance 
of Hongkong’s prosperity as a 
commercial centre in the shape 
ofthe new godowns -which: have 
just been completed for the 
Hongkong and Kowloon Wharf 
and Godown Company. Thefact 
of the erection af a godown in the 
Colony is, in itself, of no great 
significance, but_ when it comes 
toa structure of reinforced con- 
crete, so arranged that storaye, 
transport and other devices are 
ofsuch labourisaving propor- 
tions as to reduce costof working 
and upkeep by about fifty per 
cent., then surely such a godown 
must be removed from the me- 
diocre, to a higher sphere, the 
realms of which are necessarily 
bounded by commercialprosperity. 
_ Through the courtesy ‘of an 

ficial of the Godown Company. 
we were enabled to inspect the 
new building, which occupies snch 
a prominent position on the Kow- 
loon side. The structure consists 
-of three storeys, each floor cover- 
ing a superficial: area’ of 220 feet 
by 110 feet, There are mezannine 
floors on each storey to facilitate 
the storage of small lots, which 
enables a great saving in space in 
comparison with the old-fashioned 


godown where a lot of, say, about |. 


a doz2n bales or cases, although 
rhaving to be stored separately, 
would only reach a height of about 
ten feet in a godown probably 25 
to 30 feet in height. In'such 
cases no other package of goods 
could be stored on top of the lower 
lot, so-even to the lay mind, the 
mezannine floors provide a space- 
saving advantage that must be 
obvious. Another feature of the 
new building is that . lifts 
are entirely dispansed with 
and . communication between 
the three floors is only 
obtainable by outside staircases. 
The transport of merchandise is 
effected by cranes running along 
the wharf which lift the goods on 
to a platform projecting from the 
two upper floors. These cranes 
lift goods from the hold of a ship, 
run along lines to. the required 
spot and deposit their burden.on- 
the platform of the floor where 
storage is ordered. by the man in 
charge. Here again is a great 
time—and_—labour-saving.. device. 
The old way necessitated three 
movements, viz, deposit of goods 
on, the wharf, removal from whar- 
__godewn and then transfer- 
nee to | The new idea 
necessitates one act only. To 
make the idea more clear -to 
the Jay mind the travelling crane 
takes the place of truck, trans- 
port, and lift. Another advantage 
gained by the fact of the three 
floors. being entirely separate is 
in. the matter of fire and 
fire insurance, In the event ofa 
fire on any of the floors therd is 
no possibility of danger to other 
parts of the building and a con- 
flagration, however great, would 
be confined to the floor on which 
it occurred. In the-building itself, 
there is nothing that would burn 
and it is difficult to imagine how 
fire could break out to such’ an 
extent ag would cause‘any serious 
damage. : 
The foundations of the building 
have. been most carefully con- 
structed and consist, first of all, of 
Manila hardwood piles driven toa 
considerable’ depth. On top of 
these piles have been laid con- 
crete slabs and the building itself 
is composed, as far as is humanly 
possible, of reinforced concrete. 
Here again expense has been 
saved, for the building will re- 
quire little or no attention in the 
way of repairs as ‘compared 
to thé old style of godown 
with steel and iron work 
which has to be constantly 
chipped and painted to prevent 


{rust. Finally, the matter of light 


and ventilation has not been 
overlooked. During working 
hours, there will be no need for 
artificial light and the windows 
are 50 constructed that they may 
‘be left op2n without possibility 
of damage to goods from rain. 
The-Godown Company is to be 
congratulated for its entérpriso, 
and particularly Mr. W.S. Brown, 
Mr. R. Packham and the Compra- 
dore of the Company, who"have, 
by their long experience, enabled 
the new building to be designed
